w schools in ‘02 


Plan formed to delay override

After hours of wrestling 
with the numbers on Friday 
and again on Tuesday, the 
Strategic Planning Task 
Force sketched the outlines 
of a town budget that would 
fund most if not all of the 
school department’s budget 
request without overriding 
Proposition 2%. But task 
force members suggested 
that this would only be 
achieved, over the objec- 
tions of Selectmen Chair 
Brian Major, at the expense 
of the money that was to be 
set aside for opening the 
new schools in the fall of 


2002. 

The roughly 14:member 
task force, composed of 
town officials, selectmen, 
Finance Committee mem: 
bers and School Committee 


members, has been strug: 
gling to unite behind a bud- 
get plan since the School 
Committee last month rati- 
fied a superintendent's 
school budget that is almost 
$1.1 million higher than the 
amount recommended by 
the town manager. On 
Tuesday night, the task 
force settled on an addition- 
al $375,000 that should be 
raised to cover special edu- 
cation, which some select- 
men and Finance Commit- 
tee members thought was 
underfunded in the school 
department’s request. 

On March 7, the three 
boards had entertained the 
eleventh-hour idea of ask- 
ing residents for a general 
override of Proposition 24, 
which, if approved at town 
meeting, would require a 


referendum allowing 4 
property tax increase large 
enough to cover the schools 
budget and a special-educa- 
tion increase. Officials 
seemed to back off that idea 
Tuesday night. 

“Nobody wants to touch 
this, do they?” asked School 
Committee Chair Tina 
Girdwood, breaking the 
silence that followed the 
evening’s first mention of | 
the override option. | 

Attempting to stay with- 
in the levy limit, one place 
to which many task force 
members were irresistibly 
drawn to find part of the 
nearly $1.5 million overrun 
was the stabilization fund, 
to which $600,000 had been 
allotted for next year to g0 
toward the more than $1

Manager Mahony returns 


You can take a former town 
manager out of the country, but 
he'll always be a manager at heart. 

What else can explain former 
Andover town manager Ken Maho- 
ny’s musings on Andover when he 
returned to town after a 14month 
absence. “I was glad to see the Aaa 
bond rating,” he said. He went on 
to congratulate town manager Buzz 
Stapezynski and _ selectmen for 
working to accomplish the feat. 

Unfortunately, health reasons 
forced Mahony, who served as 
Andover’s town manager before 
Stapezynski and had a tremendous 
influence on the town’s develop- 
ment in that era, to come home ear- 
lier than planned. He has been 
diagnosed with lymphoma. “T did- 
nt know what I had, but I wasn't 
feeling good. I wanted to get it 
straightened out here,” he said. 

Mahony, who now works for 
Research Triangle Institute, was in 
Russia working on ways to get that 
country’s vast regions to work 
cooperatively with cities on finan-

cial matters. It was not his first 
time abroad helping natives adjust 
to democracy.

This time, he lived in far-East 
Russia, just above Japan, and 
worked in St. Petersburg, seven 
time zones away. Exhausting, defi- 
nitely, but Mahony wanted to get 
the work done. 

“Successes are the governments 
there. You get them excited about it 
and open their processes. It’s like 
one point of light at a time and pret- 
ty soon you have lots of lights. It’s 
very rewarding,” he said. 

He also had a slice of Russian 
life, which, as everyone knows, can 
be summed up in one word - cold! 

He endured two serious snow 
storms this winter, each dropping 
three times the amount that fell in 
Andover earlier this month. Each 
dumped two meters of snow. That 
is 78.8 inches, or just over six feet.

The safety-center project is already 
costing the town $12.9 million, but that 
price is $168,000 short of what it will 
cost to furnish the center, says Plant 
and Facilities Director Joe Piantedosi. 
In addition, he needs to tack on an extra 
$135,000 for the purchase and installa- 
tion of the building’s security system.

“It’s unknown at this time whether | 
the town will prevail on that item,” Says | 
Piantedosi. The extra funds will cush- | 
ion the worst-case scenario, he says. | 
A second plant and facilities article 
requests $300,000 for emergency repairs 
at the town yard, located between Pear- 
son and Lewis Streets. Officials have 
spent years searching unsuccessfully 
for a new site, and have delayed making 
repairs on the dilapidated buildings in 
the process. Now Piantedosi says he 
can’t wait any longer. |

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Selectmen can’t agree

Selectmen are not 
yet ready to shut 
smoking 
Andover restaurants. 

Selectmen approval 
for a controversial 
Town Meeting article 

including a smoking 
ban for all restaurants 
in Andover — fell one 
vote short Monday 
night. 

If passed at Town 
Meeting, the article 
would mandate new 
licenses for tobacco 
retailers, increase 
fines for tobacco sale 
violations, do away 
with cigarette vending 
machines, require 
retailers to post phone 
numbers for people 
wanting to report vio- 
lations, and eliminate 
a variance that previ- 
ously allowed restau- 
rants to have closed- 
off smoking sections. 

This last measure

would eliminate smok- 
ing in restaurants 
completely. The Park 
Street Pub, the lone 
bar-only establish- 
ment in town, would 
become the only smok- 
ing establishment left. 
“We want to do 
away with the vari- 
ance because it’s 
unfair to others who 
can’t physically, possi- 
bly meet the require- 
ments of the variance; 
employee health is as 
important as customer 
health; and we believe 
that’s what the people 
of Andover really 
want,” said Penney. 
Penney presented a 
survey of 740 residents 
in which the majority 
disapproved of smok- 
ing in restaurants. But 
Grill 98 manager Ron- 
nie Sava protested 
that the term “restau- 
rant” doesn’t fit every 
food establishment in 


town. 

“We have a restaurant, 
but we do functions, wed- 
dings, (we have) a comedy 
club and a sports lounge,” he 
said. “I’m completely in 
favor of non-smoking in a 
dining room. But comedy 
clubs throughout the US 
have smoking,” he said. 

Justin’s owner Dhemar 
Schnellinger added that ban- 
ning smoking in all restau- 
rants here will do nothing 
but move patrons out of 
town. 


“If I would believe that 
even one person would stop 
smoking because of these 
implementations, I would 
help you,” she said. “But | 
just believe they will go to 
the surrounding communi- 
ties and smoke there.” 

Selectman Lori Becker 
said she was unable to vote 
because she thinks there 
should be discretion 
between a restaurant and a 
nightclub to address the 
Grill 93's situation. Select- 
man Mary French expressed

concern that not all of 
the restaurant owners 
were contacted for the 
Board of Health hear- 
ings on the warrant arti- 
cle. 

Selectman John Hess 
stated strong support 
for Penney’s case, but 
Selectman Ted Teichert 
said he sympathized 
with the restaurant 
owners who _ spent 
money constructing an 
enclosed smoking area 
to acquire the variance. 

“You don’t have to go 
into that particular 
restaurant (where 
there’s smoking),” he 
said. “You can go to 
another one. I feel for 
the business owners that 
have made some changes.” 

The selectmen agreed on 
the first three parts of the 
article, but disagreement on 
the variance prevented a 
vote of recommendation. 
Selectmen Chairman Brian 
Major and Hess voted in 
favor of recommending the 
article for approval, French

Major repeat- 
edly opposed tampering with the fund. 

‘If we get rid of it next year,” said Major, 
“we're gambling that we can get an override 
next year. We'll need that override to open the 
schools, and if we don’t get it, we don't open the 
schools without doing something drastic (i.e., 
cutting staff positions). Personally, I don’t gam- 
ble, and I won't gamble with the taxpayers’ 
money. The capacity to open those new schools 
has got to be in our regular budget.” 

“We'll open the schools,” said Selectman 
Mary French, “but we'll be looking at adding 
people this year and then cutting them next 
year.” 

Without using the stabilization fund, and

Tobacco fight 


By Adam Grofit 

The Board of Health last Monday stood by its 
decision to suspend for three days the retail food 
license at the Express Mart on Railroad Avenue, 
as punishment for a third tobacco violation last 
year. The decision is pending review by town 
counsel. 

Raees Pervaiz of Burlington, owner of the 
convenience store, appeared before the board 
with his lawyer on March 12 to appeal the deci- 
sion, which was taken in December after Per- 
vaiz was cited on Nov. 13 for selling tobacco to 
minors. He was cited for the same offense twice 
in 1999, and the health board suspended his food 
license for one day. 

Under current town regulations, violations of 
the bylaws governing the sale of tobacco are 
punishable by a $50 fine for the first offense, a 
$100 fine for the second offense and every offense 
thereafter, and “syspension of any license 
issued by the Board of Health.” 

“The notice that they filed of the intention to 
suspend (Pervaiz’) license we believe did not 
comply with Massachusetts regulations, ” said 
attorney Jack Little of North Andover. “We also 
believe that the right to suspend one’s food ser- 
vice license is limited to remedial actions for the 
purpose of correcting some violation, and that 
the license can only be suspended for as long as 
it takes to correct the violation. It’s remedial in 
nature, not punitive in nature.” 

“The Board of Health heard the evidence, 
closed the hearing, and is of the opinion that the 
order is valid,” said Health Director Everett Pen- 
ney. “Were In consultation with town ounsel to 
work out whether and when we can do that (sus-

Teves’ article asks “to see 
if the town will vote to 
empower the selectmen to 
deny the First Amendment 
rights of Andover citizens to 
petition, by refusing to 
accept or insert private arti- 
cles before they sign the war- 
rant.” 

In other words, Teves 
paints a vote endorsing the 
selectmen’s practice of refus- 
ing warrant articles as a vote 
against the First Amend- 
ment. If the town rejects the 
article, Teves believes the 
vote will forbid officials from 
continuing with their current 
practice. 

Selectmen usually vote on 
whether to support warrant 
articles before Town Meeting. 
But Monday night, the board 
agreed not to take any posi- 


tion on Teves’ article. 

“We're not alone,” said 
Selectmen Chairman Brian 
Major, referring to the prac- 
tice of closing the warrant 
weeks before signing it. “This 
is standard in many commu- 
nities.” 

Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski told the board 
that the warrant could not 
possibly be closed any later, 
because he needs the time to 
verify financial figures in the 
articles. Plus, the warrant is 
officially opened in Novem- 
ber of the previous year - 
plenty of time for residents to 
get a jump start on submit- 
ting articles, he said. 

“It works well for us,” said 
Stapcezynski. “I don’t think it 
inconveniences the public.”

Future is now 


Andover is in need of strong leadership. 
That’s why - even though there is only one 
contested race on the ballot this year 
residents must flock to the polls March 27. 

Voters will elect two people to the five- 
member Board of Selectmen, the board 
most responsible for providing the town 
with direction. If these two selectmen do 
their job well, they will influence signifi- 
cantly whether Andover: 

- continues expanding its services, push- 
es for an override and drives more long- 
time residents out of Andover, or 

- disappoints sizable segments of the pop- 
ulation by refusing to provide some 
desired services and projects. 

The choices won't be easy, but they must 
be made. This is why voters must elect the 
two candidates they believe are most likely 
to see the big picture, and have the 
strength to make unpopular decisions. 

The challengers seem most likely to fill 
that role.

With the large projects currently under- 
way or proposed, and the prospect of an 
override, selectmen cannot continue to be 
sidetracked with dog-bite-level discussions.

But strong leadership will begin in the 
voting booth.

Unfortunately, 
the gloomy picture painted by our 
school administrators and School Com- 
mittee members is not exaggerated. 
Fortunately, the space crunch will be 
addressed as the new schools come on 
line. Class sizes are becoming 
unwieldy, the curriculum does indeed 
need to be updated in order to align 
itself with the MCAS guidelines, and 
the high school staff's needs, in particu- 
lar, are enormous if we wish to pride 
ourselves on the competitive quality of 
our high school. Which brings me to 
my point: There should be a huge, thick 
line between the “must haves” and the 
“jt would be nice to haves.”

Time for a choice 


Editor, Townsman: 
Citizens of Andover: 

We should be proud of our schools. 
We have graduated many fine students 
in Andover, we have many dedicated 
teachers, and we have invested in the 
maintenance of our buildings. But I 
think we need to look deeper. 

We have students who need remedi- 
al help in the summer so they can pass 
the MCAS tests, and we have students 
who want to take a full load of courses 
at Andover High School but we don’t 
have enough courses or teachers. 

We should provide more staff devel- 
opment for: our teachers if we expect 
them to remain current in their subject 
matter and teaching techniques. With a 
teacher shortage nationwide, we need 


kindergarten. Apparently, there are 
studies that show there are benefits to 
all-day kindergarten versus the half- 
day kindergarten with which most of 
us are familiar. I am unmoved for two 
main reasons. First, call me jaded and 
cynical, but experience and wisdom 
have shown me that there are studies 
available to support just about any 
point of view on any subject. Some- 
times I am amused and sometimes I am 
angered by the same set of results being 
twisted to support two opposing views. 
Secondly, my own anecdotal study (my 
four children) has led me to believe that 
half-day kindergarten is the perfect 
transition from preschool to “real” 
school. I am also troubled when I hear 
about the inconvenience of half-day 
kindergarten for parents. True, half- 
day kindergarten is a scheduling night- 
mare. My own children have been 
known to do the lap back to school on 
the bus because I was unable to be 
home or have someone here in time for 
the bus. However, should a parent’s 
convenience really enter into the argu- 
ment over what education is best for 
our children? All this notwithstanding, 
if we lived in a utopian world where 
money was no object, it would be inter- 
esting to give all-day kindergarten a try 
with an eye toward providing it as an 
option for interested parents. 

The argument will be made that next 


year’s pilot program is costing the town 
nothing. True, not next year. However, | 
let me make a prediction. Next year, as | 
the budget is being debated, and funds | 
need to be allocated for all-day kinder- 
garten or else have the program cut, the 
parents who have participated in the 
pilot program will write heartfelt let- 
ters outlining the positive impact the 
program has had on their children. | | 
have no doubt that this will be the case | 
because, after all, we have outstanding | 
teachers and administrators who will | 
be overseeing the pilot.

By Adam Groff 
he Redistricting Task 
Force now has one more 
meeting to convene after 
March 28, at the request of the 
School Committee. 

The task force is scheduled 
to hold a public hearing April 4 
concerning its final elemen- 
tary- and middle-school redis- 
tricting options, and then on 
April 10 the group will formal- 
ly present the options to the 
School Committee for consid- 
eration. On May 8, the School 
Committee will vote to select 
one elementary- and one mid- 
dle-school option, which will 
go into effect when the new 
schools at Cross Street and 
High Plain Road open in 2002. 

But at the School Commit- 
tee meeting on March 13, mem- 
bers asked Gerald Gustus, the 
School Committee representa- 
tive on the task force, for some 
assistance in making its deci- 
sion. 

“I think we need as much 
input from you people as possi- 
ble,” said committee member 


Dick Collins to Gustus, and 
the other members agreed. 
They asked Gustus to con- 
vene another Redistricting 
Task Force meeting after 
the public hearing and 
before the presentation to 
the School Committee to 
compile a list of pros and 
cons for each option to help 
guide the committee in 
making its decision. 
Options will be considered 
based on criteria such as 
even population distribu- 
tion, transportation routes, 
and child safety. 

Currently, there are four 
redistricting options for mid- 
dle schools and five for ele- 
mentary schools. On March 28, 
the task force will consider all 
the options one last time, and 
potentially eliminate one or 
more of them before the public 
hearing. Gustus has said that 
the April 4 hearing is not 
intended as a time to make 
changes to the options, provok- 
ing some parents at the last 
task force meeting to ask what

ty taxes as they are. “We have 
to be more stringent in spend- 
ing,” he says. 

While the looming override 
issue may bring some taxpay- 
ers like Bedford to the polls, 
generally, one-race _ ballots 
lead to low turnouts.

can join several theater pro- 
grams at a young age, includ- 
ing Merrimack Junior The- 
atre and Confetti Kids.

Crossover 


Phillips may have a leg up 
on public schools, however, 
because of its schedule. At 
Phillips, the sports-drama 
crossover is successful 
because the private high 
school requires fine-arts class- 
es alongside traditional class- 
es, said Mark Efinger, who is 
both Phillips’ theater depart- 
ment chairman and a 
wrestling coach. 

“The model at public 
schools doesn't support the 
arts like the private schools 
do,” said Efinger. “At Phillips, 
the arts are an accepted sub- 
ject, equal to history and Eng- 
lish. You don’t graduate with- 
out fulfilling a music, art, or 
theater requirement.” 

Fine-arts classes are sched- 
uled during the school day, 
just like English or history. 


the arts? 


While public schools also have 
fine-arts requirements, Efin- 
ger notes that some of the 
Phillips classes are nearly two 
hours. This allows him to hold 
a play rehearsal during school 
time. In fact, he has a drama 
class that meets from 1:05 to 
9:45 p.m. four times a week. 

“That's a lot of rehearsal 
time,” he said. “We don’t have 
to do rehearsals after school 
when all the sports are practic- 
ing. That’s what happens in 
the public high schools. Kids 
have to make choices.” 

Efinger also pointed out 
“the private-school triple 
threat” which helps the fine- 
arts/sports crossover. PA pro- 
fessors must be involved with 
at least two outside-the-class- 
room activities. The choices 
are dorm life, athletics, or 
extra-curricular activities, 
which include drama produc- 
tions. Many PA professors 
teach fine arts and also coach 
sports, like Efinger. For exam- 
ple, PA’s squash coach, Chris 
Walter, is a music professor. 

“Kids see the mix of sports 
and fine arts. That piques 
interest and gets momentum 
going,” Efinger said. 

Having more teens interest- 


ed in fine arts may be in the 
future at Andover High as 
fine-arts requirements are on 
the rise. The classes of 2003 
and ’04 are required to have 
three credits in fine arts and 
applied technology, according 
to the guidance office. That is 
one more credit than the class- 
es of 2001 and ’02 are required 
to have. 

A new theater program is 
in the works for next year. 
Plus, three acting classes will 
be offered at Andover High 
next year. 

Other local high schools are 
also looking to beef up fine 
arts in their curriculums. 

Governor Dummer Acade- 
my teachers recently visited 
PA to talk about the successful 
fine-arts/sports crossover. In 
North Andover, the school 
committee is considering 
instituting its first-ever, fine- 
arts graduation requirement 
for high schoolers. 

That’s good news to Efin- 


ger. 

“Instead of being an athletic 
model, be a model of fine-arts 
success that branches — the 
two,” Efinger said. “Then, 
your greatest problem is to 
have drama types getting jeal- 
ous of the jocks-turned-actors. 
The solution is more produc- 
tions. That’s a great problem 
to have.”
